Floi'ida State C learinghouse staff has rev iew ed  the NRDA restoration projects p roposed  w ithin the 
State of Florida u n d er the follow ing authorities: Presideirtial Executive O rder 12372; Section 
403.061(42), Florida Statutes; the C oastal Zone M anagem ent Act, 16 U.S.C. g§ 1451-1464, as 
am ended; and. the N ational Envirom m ental Policy Act, 42 U.S.C. 4321-4347, as am ended .

D epartm ent staff recom m ends th a t project m anagers continue coordination  w ith  the D epartm ent's  
N orthw est D istrict office in Peirsacola an d  the N orthw est Florida W ater M aiaagein.ent District 
(NW l'W M D) to ensure com pliairce w ith  the sta te 's  environm ental resource perm itting , m onitoring 
and reporting  requirem ents. For fu rther inform ation an d  assistance, please contact Mr. A ndrew  
joslyn at (850) 595-0671. In addition, please be advised that the p ro p o sed  dune restoration  activities 
will likely require the issuance of a C oastal C onstruction C ontrol Line field perm it. Please contact 
Mr. Rolando G om ez at the D ep artm en t's  Bureau of Beaches and C oastal System s in Tallahassee at 
(85!)} 921-7841 for additional inform ation.

Staff also notes that the proposals are being forw arded  to the Florida D ep artm en t of S late's
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Division of H istorical R esources (DHR) for fu rther review  to ensure tlia t the p ro p o sed  project 
activities will have no adverse effects oir h istoric properties. Please corrtact Ms. Laura K am m erer in 
the DHR C om phance and  Review  Section at (850) 245-6533 for fu rther in.formation arrd assistance.

Based on the inform ation contained  in the subm ittal, m inim al project im pacts and  
ongo ing /com ple ted  regu lato ry  review s by the D epartm ent an d  NW FW M D, the state ha.s 
determ ined  that, a t this stage, the p ro p o sed  activities are consistent w ith the Florida Coastal 
M anagem ent P rogram  (FCMP). The state 's  continued  concuri'ence will be based  on the activities' 
com pliance w ith FCM P authorities, including federal and  state m onitoring  of the activities to 
ensure their continued  conform ance, an d  the adecpate resolution of any issues identified during 
subsequent regulatory  review's. The sta te 's  final concurrence of the projects' consistency w ith tire 
ITIMP is determ ined d u rin g  the env ironm ental perm itting process in accordance w ith Section 
373.428, Floridn Statutes.
